: < Zhe Farmers of Ohio Three ‘Times Worse 


Off Than Those in Georgia—The Corn 
and Stock Farms. ° 


Cotumnvs, O., September 5.—[Special to 
The Constitution.]—Our ride over the Little 
Miami railroad from Cincinnati to Columbus 
‘passed through the best part of Ohio farming 
lands. For a considerable distance after 
leaving Cincinnati the country is very ufuch 

BROKEN AND UNINVITING; 
so much so that the prospecting traveler would 
not be apt to want to stop and invest his money, 
but as get we nearer Columbus, the capi- 
tal of the state, everything begins to look more 
favorable, and in sections for miles on either 
side of the railroad the farms stretch out like 
one unbroken plain and presenta very inviting 
and, indeed, luvely appearance. The crops that 
are now growing are*corn, tobacco and cab 
bage. The corn here grows very much thicker 
on the land than it does in Georgia, it looks 
more like our forage patches, about three 
stalks in the hill, about one foot apart in the 
drill, and rows about ‘three feét wide. It is 
said the crops have been. badly cut off on 
account of the excessive drouth. The whole 
month of August was dry. We have noticed 

MANY FINE STOCK FARMS, 

The farmers use the wind mill mostly for 
pumping water for their cattle, as most of the 
sniall streams, and some of the large ones, dry 
up during the summer. 

To look at this country it does seem that far- 
mers all could get rich ina few years, but if 
we have been rightly informed the tillers of 
the soil in Ohio are in a great deal worse con- 
dition than they are in Georgia. It it said that 
nine-tenths of the farms here are mortgaged, 
while in Georgia it is supposed tobe about 
three and one-half tenths or about one third 
as much as in Ohio. Just why this supposed 
lamentable state of affairs exists is

to consider, when the fact must be borne in 
mind that the Georgia farmers, twenty-five 
years ago, lost in property they justly 
claimed as their own nearly or 
quite $400,000,000, and not only their property 
passed away at the signal of defeat in a cause 
that was dearer than life to many, but confi- 
dence in the Georgia farmer went with it, but 
ho did not give up, no time was lost. He 
began at once to restore himself, and year 
aiter year with untiring energy he goes for 
ward, working hard and living hard, and many 
until very recently were not permitted to see 
much fruits of their labor. It istrue that many 
engaged in agricultural pursuits made grevious 
mistakes, but he is not to be censured for 
that, if these errors’ were honest ones, 
What people are there. and in what are they 
eugaged who have not made mistakes ands aw 
them when it was too late for a remedy, save 
by not repeating. But all good people of every 
calling should rejoice in the hope that the

And not only do we find farm- 
ers here rejoicing at the success of farmers 
south, but we find congenial spirits whose in- 
terest and sympathy seem to be in full accord 
with the building ap of al! our worthy_enter- 
prises, and as this sympathy and affection 
grows stronger, and they find out that there is 
really and truthfully no prejudice in the south 
against them, and that there is no place any- 
where that can offer such inducements 
io capitalists, and that lands in Georgia 
that can be bought for 

EIGHT TO FIFTEEN DOLLARS 
are just as fertile’ and productive for certain 
crops as lands that bring seventy-five and one 
hundred dollars an acre here; then we believe 
that the drift will be southward. -

all of our party express themselves as greatly 
delighted in having the pleasure assured them 
of making many new friends.

An Address of Welcome anda Reply by Mr. 
Northen. 

WELLINGTON, O., September 6.—[Special.]— 
The Georgia party, both farmers and press, 
and Governor Foraker, had a regular love 
feast this morning. Every oneof them now 
vote him the cleverest republican and most 
courteous gentleman they know. 

It was Yo’clock this morning in Columbus, 
when the party of Georgians, by invitation of 
Governor Foraker, calied at the capitol in a 
body. 

THE GOVERNOR RECEIVED THEM 

in the most cordial possible manner, shaking 
hands with each member of the party. Then 
he madea short address of welcome, saying 
that he loved to meet any one from Georgia, 
that he loved the people of Georgia. 
He was giad to see thei in Ohio. The gates 
of the state were opened to them and in it they 
were at liberty to do as they chose. He hoped 
they had already gained beneficial informa- 
tion and would gain more during their stay. 

“We are ailone people,’’ he said. “We 
have buried the past and are now of one coun- 
try, under one fiag, all working for the com- 
mon good of the country. Gentlemen, I again 
welcome you in Ohio. We are giad you come.’’ 

MR. NORTHEN REPLIED 
in behalf of the Georgians. He said: 

‘It is with great pleasure that these renre 
eentatives from Georgia hear those kind words 
of welcome. We have been received into your 
state with a cordiality and heartiness that has 
been more than gratifying. Weare here pur- 
posely and solely for the purpose of investiga- 
ting your methods of agricuMtire, with the 
view of applying them, as far as may be, to 
our farms in Georgia.

Then there was another hand shake all 
around, and general conversation for half an 
hour, in which the governor spoke of the bat- 
ties around Atlanta, aud talked them over 
with members of the Georgia party. He then 
told them that he was afraid he was going to 
have a very hard fight for re election, and re- 
peated his statement of the other day that he 
wanted Governor Gordon here to aid him in 
his re-election, that if he would only come and 
take the stump for Campbell, he at once 
would tell his republican friends that no more 
hard work was necessary. His re-election 
would be assured. 

A few of Governor Gordon’s friends looked 
geomewhat indignant when this remark was 
made, although there was a broad smile upon 
re governor’s face. Perhaps noticing this, he 
ald:

CALL AND CHIPLEY. 


Senator Call Declines: to Accede to Colonel 
Chipley’s Prupositions. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Soptember 6.—Hon. 
Wilkinson Call, senior United States senator 
from Florida, has addressed an open letter to 
Colonel W. D. Chipley, chairman of the state 
democratic executive committee, declining the 
Jatter’s proposition to meet him in joint dis- 
cussion hefore the people of Floridaas con- 
tained in Colonel Chipley’s acceptance of Sen- 
tor Call’s challenge to his allezel1 defamers. 

On August 18th, Chipley accepted the 
challenge and suggested fifty public discus- 
sions to begin early in March, 1890. The 
Times-Union will tomorrow publish Senator 
Call's reply. It isa document of 5,000 words 
in whichafie senator reviews the general clial- 
lenge, bat declinesto_ accede to Chiighey’s per- 
sonal propositions. Says: 

“T have read your iett@r addressed to rae and pur- 
porting to accepi the.challenge from me to tiose 
persons who were attacking me in the name of the 
Pensacola News, Tullabassee Floridian. and other 
newspapers to remove the mask from their faces 
and mect me before the people of Floridaina can- 
vees of the state. Youand al! others will be wel- 
comed by me at every appointment at which 1 
shall rnake public discussion and a fair proportion 
of time both tor opening and reply will be allowed 
you and ail others.”’ 

Senator Call continues by reciting the cir- 
cumstances in connection with the railroad 
lobby present in Tailahassee during the last 
session of the legislature, and charges that a 
combine was then and there made to defeat his 
re-election to the senate by the legisiature of 
1891. "‘l am pleased,’’ he says, ‘‘that you, 
Chipley, are ambitious to be the leader of this 
combine. Whatever else may be said of you, 
it canuot be said that you are wanting in bold- 
ness, or in profound ignorance of the people, of 
their good sense and their proper appreciatioa 
of their own interests. Whether your associ- 
ates in this work allow you the precedency, 
which you claim or not, you shall have a fair 
opportunity at allmy meetings.’’ 

Senator Call then announces that at some 
other time he will make to the publica detailed 
statement of personal and private interests 
represented in the combine, the amount of 
land claimed by them, the amount of S. I. 

“W ailes’ fifteen per cent of indemnity lands, 
the amount of 15 per cent of state’s claim for 
reimbursement from the United States treas-— 
ury for Indian war expenses and something 
like $100,000 for alieged lobbyist fees. ° 


To 
these he will add the expenses of the Talla- 
hassee lobby and the ‘conclave at Tampa called 
for the purpose of determining ways and 
means to compass Call’s defeat as United 
States senator, 

He closes thus: * 

You will pardon me for saying that your proposi- 
tion is not only weak and even absurd, but that it 
is d‘srespectful tothe good sense of the people, in- 
juries to the rights which have been coniterred by 
law on railroad companies, and to innocent pur- 
chasers wiio haye bought lands from them and op- 
posed to ali traditions, principies and beliefs of the 
democratic party. While 1 cannot secede to your 
proposition to make yourself the chief figure in a 
discussion or allow you to impose conditions of 
time, place and subject, [again invite you all others 
of jlike opinion and reiations to come to my mectings 
with my assurance of a fair opportunity for discus- 
ion and courteous treatment,

FASCINATED WITH THE FALLS. 


The Mysterious Sutetde of Miss Annie Mead 
at Niagara. 


BInGHAMPTON, N. Y., September 6.—The 
young woman who suicided at Niagara Falis 
yesterday morning is believed to be Annie 
Mead, of this city. Miss Mead left her home, 
at °2 South Water street, Wednesday morp- 
ing, at 9 o’clock, ostensibly to take a walk. 
That was the last time she was seen by her 
parents. The description of the suicide tallies 
with that of the missing girl. Yesterday morn- 
ing her parents received a letter postmarked 
Niagara Falls. There was no date on it, and 
nod name was signed to the letter, but the hand- 
writing was recognized as that of the missing 
girl. The letter read: . 

I bought a ticket for this place this morning and 
if nothing heppens to prevent me I intend to go 
over the falls. The reason I came here is that there 
isa possibility that my body will not be found and 
I at itnever will. Neoneisto biame, but my- 
scif. 

Miss Mead was twenty-five years old and 
well connected. Noreasoncan be given for 
her foolish act. She was generally considered 
a merry, tight-bearted girl, but had occasional 
spells of melancholy. Her home was pleasant 
and surrounded with every comfort. She 
moved in good society and was much admired. 
A week ago Miss Mead visited Niagara and 
seemed to be strangely fascinated with the 
falls.

RALEIGH, N. C., September 6.—[Special,]—

WHERE THE GREAT BLIZZARDS BLOW 


And the Grasshoppers Come and Eats His 
Crop—What the Colored Preacher 
‘Says of His Previous Efforts. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., September 6.—The man 
who figures as head of proposed exodus of 
negroes from south is Rev. T. W. Henderson, 
pastor of Quinn chaytel in Chicago. Heisa 
colored man and took a leadimg part in the 
great exodus of Mississippi negroes to Kansas 
in 1873. Henderson was seen today and said 
that he wax author of the resolutions adopted 
here by the African Methodist conference of 
the northwest, and they were not inspired by 
any politician or with a view of serving any 
political party. 

WHAT HENDERSON SAYS. 

“That movement,” he said, ‘thas been 
quietly meditated ior a leng time and will be 
continued in that way until we have settled 
Montana and Washington territory from end 
to end with refugees. Plantation negroes are 
no better off now than they were before the 
war. When they hire out it is for the year, 
and they contract to buy all their supplies 
from their masters’ stores, so that when they 
make a final settlement they always come out 
in debt. So their condition fis really no better 
than that of the Mexican peons who shovel 
forever as creditors for their employers. 
movement is tnoroughly organized, and on such 
solid a basis that none in the south will realize 
how the colored folks have escaped until all 
are gone or wish to go. We have a _ better 
underground railroad now than existed in the 
days of old John Brown. It was I who origi- 
nated and conducted, under Governor St. 
John, great exodus of my people from state of 
Mivsissippi to Kansas in 1872. At that time I 
Was editer of two newspapers in Kansas. We 
got over 60,000 colored people to move to the 
‘state, gave most of them a mule and sold them 
fifty acres of land each on tive and ove year’s 
time.’ It wasa great success, many of them 
are now rich, all are well-to-do, and théy did 
not freeze to death as the wife of the Governor 
of Tennessee feard, when talking to me, that 
they would.”’ 

The Plan Admitted.

A Boat Capsizes at Ocean City and Two Men 
Drowi.. 

BALTIMORE, Md., September 6.—A_ special 
tothe American from QOccan City, Md., says 
J.T. Robinson, of Long Island, and Captain 
William Short, of this town, were drowned 
there this morning while trying to launch 
their surf boats. The stery is as follows: This 
morning surf boatsowned by G. G. Stokes, 
started out on their daily duties of fishing for 
several lhyte 
launched and proceeded to sea: a second was 
started oat nicely, but when amid the roughest 
sea, between the first and second bars, was 
capsized and the crew, consisting of Captain 
J. T. Kobinson, Captain Richardson, Elisha 
Coffin, William Short, George Powell and 
George Dennis were thrown into the ocean. 
The accident occurred opposite Congress hall, 
and in @ minute the shore was lined with anx 
ions men and wonren. The men all succeeded 
in getting hold of the bottom of the boat ex- 
cent Robinsea aud Short, whose bodies were 
washed tosea. The crew of the first boat 
turned their boat ashore toward the 
rescue and also signeled to’ thé life— 
saving station to go to the rescue. 
The surf boat arrived first. It was manned by 
Edward Carey, John Smith, A. B, Carey, A. 
3. Wright and Thomas Taber, of Roslyn, L. I. 
In trying to get to the first boat the second 
boat was capsized and all men thrown into the 
ocean. In asecond it jooked as if all would 
be lost, but in another moment the two Carey 
brothers were seen to rise over the crest ofa 
huge wave and make for their friends strug- 
gling in the water. In another moment they 
were beside two almost exhausted men, 
and each taking one on his 
back bore him safely ashore and landed him 
amid the shoutg ofa hundred people. By this 
time the life saving crew had launched their 
beats and rescued the other men. When all 
were on shore Carey brothers swam out to the 
boats, and, tying them together, pulled them. 
ashore. The Carey brothers were also rescuers 
of Campbell Carrington, of Washington, last 
month while he was bathing in the surf. 

Captain Robinson has been here for several 
years. He was one of the finest swimmers in 
these parts, and was employed by the proprie- 
tor of Congress Hall, as surf patrolman. 
While acting in this capacity he rescued two 
people from drowning. Ie leaves a wife and 
six children. William Short had no family. 
The life-saving crews expect the bodies to 
come ashore tonight. 
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SHE WANTS MONEY. 


Fifteen Years Old and Ruined by a Man of 
Fifty. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., September 6.—[Special.] 
Attorneys Whiteman & Gamble brought suit 
in the circuit court this morning which will 
likely furnish sensational testimony. The 
plaintiff, Lilla Orr. is fifteen years old and an 
orphan, while the defendantis William Henry 
Smith, one of the most prominent citizens of 
Nashville, and whois engaged in the life in- 
surance business. The plaintiff alleges that 
the defendant is fifty or fifty-five years old, is 
married, is a member of the church and is of 
high standing in the community. The youth- 
ful plaintiff then declares that in January, 
1889, she was engaged to wait upon defendant’s 
wife, who was an invalid; that he immediate- 
ly began to fondle and caress her, in which,ve- 
ing inexperienced and twithout a mother’s 
care, she at first thought there was no 
harm. Finaily, by his many persuasive and 
seductive influences, he overcome plaintiff's 
sense of right and wrong, and effected her 
complete ruin. The plaintiff states that she 
is poor, but is of good family and was highly 
respected until defendant destroyed her fair 
name. She asks damages in the sum of 
$25,000.

A MURDERER IN JAIL. 


Sandy Jones, the Alabama Desperado, in 
Montgomery Jail. 

MontToomMery,Ala., September 6.—[Special.] 
—Among the prssengers arriving on the north 
bound Louisville and Naslivill train at 1 o’lock 
this morning were, Detective Bressingham 
of Mobile and police force and Deputy Sheriff 
Love of Jefferson county. These officers had 
ia their charge, Sandy Jones, the negro, who 
murdered Police Officer John Manning of the 
Bessemer force, early last April, who was 
captured a day or two sincein Mobile. 

On the arrival of the train here. Sergeant 
Murphy, of the night force, was at the depot 
with a telegram from Sheriff Joseph 8S. Smith’ 
of Jefferson county, dirécting Deputy Love to 
take the prisoner to jailin this city and hold 
him until further orders. It is supposed that 
the goople of Bessemer had received informa- 
tion Bhat the prisoner was being yakon to Lir- 
mingham, and had organized a mob to stop 
the train, take him from the officers and hang 
or shoot him. The precaution of stopping 
him here was taken to prevent this possibility. 

Sometime last April Sandy Jones, the pris— 
oner, and another negroe became involved in 
a dispute over a game of cards, and Sandy 
picked up a Winchester rifle which lay near 
him and drew a bead upon his antagonist. The 
negro gave up and Sandy lowered his gun, 
finally laying it aside. Before a. great while 
the negro with whom Sandy quareled 
grabbed the rifle and leveled it on Sandy, 
started with him to police headquar 
tersto have him placed under arrest for his 
threat te kill. Before the negro got Sandy 
away from the vicinity, two other negroes 
came to §és8 assistancé and finally prevailed on 
Sanda ptor to release him. The negro did 
sO, tat later went to police headquarters and 
swore out a warrant charging Sandy with 
threatening his life. Sandy was watched by 
his antagonist and when he went home that 
night the negro informed the police. 

Ofticer Manning, with two other members of 
the force, went to Sandy’s house and knocked 
on the door. Sandy got up and asked: ‘‘Who 
is that?’ to which Officer Manning replied 
that it was. an officer of the law, and ordered 
him to getup and strikea light. Sandy re- 
plied that he had.no matches and requested 
the officer to hand him a match through the 
crack of the door, which stood ajar. Officer 
Manning handed the negro a match and Sandy 
lit a lamp, after which he took his Winchester 
rifle and shot Officer Manning, who stood on 
the outside of the house, killing him instantly. 
As soon as the shot was fired Sandy blew out 
the light and left the house. 

A thorough search was instituted for him 
and for some time feeling ran high andif the 
negro had been captured he would have beon 
summarily disposed of. It was thought for 
some time that Sandy was hiding in a mine 
near Bessemer and the entrances were guarded 
with the intention of starving him out, but 
time did not bring any one from his supposed 
hiding place. A numberof negroes have been 
arrested since the murder, but none of them 
could be identified until the capture of Sandy 
in Mobile. 

When captured he had just reached the 
guif city from New Orleans and intended to 
remain their until the 23d, when he was going 
to Lilinois. 

Deputy Love will leave for Birmingham to- 
night with his prisoner. 

Sandy was interviewed in jail this morning 
by your correspondent. In speaking of his 
flight from Bessemer, he said: ‘I left Besse- 
mer immediately after the shooting of Mr. 
Manning, butin my ramblings I got lost, and 
it took me from Friday night until Sunday 
evening shortly before dark to get to Monte- 
vallo. Ths train was late that day, or I would 
have been obliged to stay at Montevallo Sun- 
day night. I went to Selma and stayed there 
that night; left next day for Louisiana; 
worked for some time-at Homer in that state, 
and then went to Texas. Went from Texas 
across to Mexico, where I worked for abouta 
week on a railroad, but they did not pay much 
wages, and I went back to Texas, worked for 
some time in different parts of Texas, and 
then went to Louisiana again and found work 
on a sugar plantation. I had started for 
Illinois when I was arrested in Mobile. 

“TIT have heard that they say I hid in a mine 
near Bessemer aiter shooting Mr. Manning, 
but that’s a mistake. I tell youl got away 
from Bessemer as fast as my legs could carry 
me. I heard the whizzing of too many balls 
to want to stay about there.’’ 


HAMILTON’S STORY.

New York, September 6.—Mrs. Swinton 
and her son, Joshua Mann, were taken to the 
Tombs police court this afternoon.

FOUR HUNDRED DEAD. 


A HORRIBLE DISASTER AT ANTWER 
VESTERDAY. 


TERRIFIC EXPLOSION OF DYNAMITE 
The Bourse Building Takes Fire and Causes 


& Panic—The City in a Cloud of Smoke 
~Hundreds Killed and Injured. 


ANTWERP, September 6.—Dynamite ex- 
pioded today in a cartridge factory in the vi- 
Cinity of the bourse, killing several persons 
and doing much damage to property. Por- 
tionsofthe bourse were struck by burning 
fragments and set on fire, causing a panic in 
that building, which was at the time crowded. 

LOSS OF LIFE APPALLING. 

It is now known that 126 persons were killed. 
The cartridge factory was situated behind the 
docks, upon which millions of cartridges were 
being loaded. It was adjacent to petroleum 
stores, and two large Russian petroleum ware- 
ouses werset on fire and are now burning. 
Other stores are endangered. The police gende- 
armes and troops, are assistingin the work of 
extinguishing the flames, while priests and 
sisters of charity are looking after the in- 
jured. The city is enveleped ina dense 
smoke. 

The explosion occurred in a workshop where 
old cartridges were being taken to pieces. 
Men and women were actively at work, break- 
ing them up and 25,000,000 had been partly 
broken. The fire is still raging and now covers 
two acres. The flames shoot up to an immense 
height. Among the roar of flames there is a 
continuous 3 

SUCCESSION OF LOUD REPORTS, 
supposed to be from the ignition and explosion 
of packages of cartridges. Beyond tke Rus- 
sian tanks and Nobles’ sheds there are numer- 
ous houses burning. Shipping at the Africa 
and America docks is in danger. 

Later—The number of deaths will probably 
reach 200. About 500 persons were injured. 
The loss will be many million francs. It will 
be impossible to extinguish the flames in less 
than twenty-four hours. Several vessels have 
been burned. Owing to the intense heat the 
firemen are unable to approach the flames 
nearer than one huudred yards. 

THE VERY LATEST. 

Midnight—The latest estimates are that there 
are 300 dead and 1,000 injured. The explo- 
sions continue. At the American docks all 
ships have been saved, owing to the favorable 
direction of the winds. The windows of the 
Cathedral aresmashed,and it is fearedthat the 
steeple will collapse. The whole vicinity is 
strewn with debris. Dock shops and hydraulic 
cranes are greatly damaged. Soldiers of the 
garrison and a large number of citizens are as 
sisting the firemen. Many are dying from suf- 
focation. The scenes at the hospitals are 
heart-rending. King Leopold has sent a tele 
gram expressing sympathy and asking for par- 
ticulars. The pecnle are incensed at the 
deputation of permanente for allowing work 
to continue in the cartridge factory.

4 SHOCKING TRAGEDY NEAR ALI- 
BANY. 


Three Prominent Farmers Struck Dead-How 
They Were Found—Six Others Reported 
Dead. 


Asayy, Ga., September 6.—[Special.J—A 
sudden storm arose from the west this morn- 
ing, passing Albany and going rapidly east- 
ward. Athalfafter ten o’clock there were 
three sharp and viyid flashes of lightning, fol- 
lowed by adexfening report, which literally 
shook the houses. The storm-burst passed 
away as rapidly as it had appeared, and bril 
liant sunshine smiled upon. the raindrops. 
Acros3 the Flint riyer, about two miles away; 
Catherine Thomas, colored, started out to see 

WHAT DAMAGE THE STORM HAD DONE 
her fencing. In the fields were pools of water 
among the crops, showing the great rainfall. 
Some distance beyond she espied the body of 
amule. She hastened back and informed a 
negro man, William Jeffries, who went to the 
spot described. Here a terrible sight met his 
gaze. Beneath the sheltering boughs of a 
large china tree were 
THREE PDEAP BODIES. 

Filled with an indescribable horror, he shriik- 
ingly hesitated and then-gave them a closer 
examination. He discovered that they were 
the remains of three prominent farmers of 
Worth county, viz.: 

JOHN SHIVER, 

His son, W. 8S. SHIVER, and 

H. H. ROUSE. 

They were lying with their feet together. 

John Shiver had fallen upon his back, with 
his head pointing to the northwest. He was 
dressed in a working suit of gray jeans. His 
face was purplish in color, and from 
around the ears and in the corners 
of his eyes were masses of clotted blood. His 
hair had been singed away from the left side 
of his head, and his beard had been partially 
burned away. His breast was fearfully 
burned, the skin being literally blistered off. 
From above the knees his trousers were torn 
to shreds. 

His sou was lying face downwards, his head 
pointing to the south and being buried be 
tween the legs of the dead body of amule. He 
was alse dressed in jeans. His face was per 
fectly colorless, as if blanched by some sudden 
and deadly fear. He was not disfigured. His 
left trousers’ leg was in rags, his foot cut to 
the bone and the shoe torn from the sole. 

Mr. Rouse was lying upon his back with his 
head pointing to the northeast. His hands 
were in his pants’ pockets. ,He was dressed 
in a dark woolen suit, but was half naked, 
much of his clothing having been torn away. 
His face looked as if it had been in a sand 
blast. It was completely scarified and covered 
with drops of blood. 

A BAY HORSE 
was lying beneath the dead body of a mule. 
Another mule was loose and grazing some dis- 
tance down the road. Close to the bodies were 
two Wagons, one containing one bale of cotton, 
the other with one bale, all covered with cotton 
bagging. 

Neighbors soon gathered. 
cotton were unloaded, and placed together 
upon the ground. The three bodies were ten- 
derly Jaid side by side upon this impromptu 
couch, and covered with a shattered blanket 
which was found near them. 

THE STORY OF THE TRAGEDY 
was written in unmistakable language wWpon 
the scene, though no one remains alive who 
witnessed its consummation. 

Jolin Shiver and his son were riding in the 
two-mule wagon, Mr. Rouse on the one-horse 
conveyance. They had left their farms, at 
Shivertown, early this morning, and were 
bringing theig cotton to Albany. Seeing the 
storm approaching, they unhitched their teams 
and sought shelter beneath the 
tree. The deadly lightning flashes 
came in quiek succession, following the course 
ofthe wind. The first struck a tail cedar tree 
in front of the residenee of Mrs. W. H. 
Bourne. It entered the house, broke a win- 
dow sash, knocked a toilet set from the man- 
tel, and shocked the two Misses Bourne, 
throwing one of them from herchair. The 
next struck achina tree two hundred yards 
distant. The third was the tree, beneath 
which the threo farmers stood. They were 
evidently standing closely together. 

BENEATH ONE UMBRELLA, 
evidently a small one, nothing of which is left 
but the ribs. Young Shiver was standing with 
his back to the two others, and was holding 
The lightning 
struck the china tree about hirty feet from 
the ground. The bolt made great leaps several 
feet in length, making a deep incision in the 
bark, and then fell with terrible and deadly 
effect upon the three men beneath, killing 
them instantly. Their bodies were taken to 
their homes in Worth county this afternoon, 
and will be interred tomorrow. 
THE BRIDGE SHIVERED. 

The Central railroad bridge over the Kin 
chieoonie creek, two miles above Al- 
bany, was struck by lightning during this 
morning’s storm.«It is badly shattered and 
splitin two. <A freight train passed over it at 
noon, but the officers declared itin an unsafe 
condition. No more trains were ailowed to 
cross. All the passengers, baggage and ex- 


' press freight have been transferred throughout 


the day. Repairs will commence upon it at 


once. 

It is rumorea here tonight, that six persons 
who sought shelter from the stormat a house 
in Hardaway today, were all killed by light 
ning.

OLD “UNCLE NAT,” 


= 
WHOSE STRANGE HISTORY READS 
LIKE ROMANCE. 


Gorn in 1795, and Fighting Ivodians for 
Fifty Years—A Land Warrant Exchanged 
for Bacon. 


ABBEVILLE, Ga., September 7.—[Special.]— 
One of the familiar forms upon the streets, and 
the only living link hereabouts between the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries,is ‘Uncle 
Nat” or Thompson N. Stratham. He was 
born'in Washington county, in the year 1795, 
but his father moved to Elbert when he was a 
sma!l boy, and from Elbert to Greene county, 
in 1212, where he joined a volunteer company 
under Captain Carter, and after remaining in 
east Macon ashort time, marched against the 
Indians on the Chatahoochee river. After de 
stroying an Indian villiage called ‘‘Antesee,’’ 
and fighting the battle of Calebee Swamp and 
others, he returned to Milledgeville, where he 
received a discharge. 

THE INDIANS ALONG THE OCMULGEE 

In 1817, he came to what is now Wilcox 
county,but was then an Indian reservation, At 
that time the whites along the river could only 
get their provisions on boats or flats plying up 
and down the Ocmulgee river, and a company 
was formed with Captain John Wilcox at its 
head. to protect the supplies from the Indians 
about five miles below where Abbeviile 
now stands. Infyear 1818, this company fought 
a battle with the Indians and in it five whites 
were killed. Captain Wilcox was wounded, 
and Uncle Nat carried him across the creeks 
as they were trying to escape. 

In 1834 Uncle Nat went back to Stewart 
county, and in 1836 joined the Stewart Kangers 
and again went to fight the Indians on the 
Chattahoochee, In this company he was sec- 
ond lieutenant, and wasin active service all 
the time, fighting several battles such as the 
“‘Chickesawhatchee’’ and other hard Indian 
names. He came back to this section and has 

LIVED HERE EVER SINCE. 

Although in his ninety-fifth year, Uncle 
Nat can read without spectacles, and takes a 
great delight in reading the newspapers. His 
greatest phvsical defect is in his hearing, 
which is slightly impaired. He confirms the 
idea that the best way to fight the Indian is to 
get out in an open field where the red man can 
find nothing to hide behind. 

BARTERED HIS LAND. 

He has little means of support, having never 
received anything for his services save a land 
warrant which he sold for a flat load of bacon. 

Such isa sample of the men who made it 
possible for the present generation to live se- 
curely in their happy homes and enjoy all the 
blessings of our present civilization, and yet 
the few who remain as landmarks of the for- 
mer days are often sadly neglected, while hun- 
dreds less deserving are annually drawing 
pensions from the United States treasury. But 
these pioneers will soon pass away and it will 
be too late to pay the debt of gratitude that 
every American citizen owes to them and we 
will go down to history. 


FOR THE SHOOTING OF HORTON. 


The Social Circle Mystery Still Unsolyed— 
Cecooper Acquitted of the Charge. 

Mapison, Ga., September 6.—[Special.]— 
John A. Cooper, who was on trial for the 
shooting of B. R. Horton, was acquitted this 
afternoon.

They Should Be Caught and Pynished. 

A blot rests on Georgia’s escutcheon, un- 
til the men who whipped the negroes near 
East Point last night, are caught and dealt 
with as severely as the law will allow! 

We have never recorded a more flagrant 
or inexcusable outrage. Thata half dozen 
white men should get their consent to go 
about a neighborhood, rousing peaceable 


and innocent negroes from their sleep and 


whipping them, is almost incredible. And 
the burden of this crime, the whole people 
of Georgia must bear, until the offenders 
are brought to justice! 

The very lowest view to take of it is that 
such outrages will condemn to perpetuay 
exile that political party on which the 
hopes of the south depend. A_ broader 
view, is that, while not one man in ten 
thousand in Georgia would be guilty of such 
conduct, every Georgian’s fame is stained by 
the act of these free-riders. A better view, 
ig that it is the cowardice of a stronger and 
more intelligent race, beating and trampling 
the helpless of aweaker race. The ultimate 
view—and the one all fair men must 
take—is that itis a crime against humanity 
—that human beings, no matter how hum- 
ble or how black—should be torn from their 
beds, taken into the night and lashed until 
their backs are bleeding by a lawless mob! 
The body of a peaceable and well-behaved 
negro is just as sacred from lawless assault 
as that of a white man—and Georgia’s 
honor is pledged to make this appear. 

Tur CONSTITUTION has been criticised 
for printing the story of this outrage. We 
should despise ourselves had we suppressed 
it. To have done so would have been to 
become particeps criminis with the men 
who whirled the lash, or broke over the 
threshold of sleeping homes. It is our duty 
to let in the light on this wretched spectacle 
and to demand, as we now do, that every 
resource of county and state be exhausted 
in bringing the actors therein to sure and 
speedy condign punishment! 


Mr. Norcross’s Card. 

The communication which we print else- 
where from Mr. — Norcross will be 
read with interest 

It may be that we have done Mr. Nor- 
cross an injustice in ascribing to his pen the 
circular that was issued to white republicans 
four years ago. Certainly there was no 
intention of misrepresenting him in any 
way. Though heis arepublican, and has 
been since the war, there are few men in this 
community who have more thoroughly won 
the confidence and respect of their fellow- 
citizens. 

But the address to which we have alluded 
has been ascribed to him before, and por- 
tions of it have been quoted in these col- 
umns. Whatever may be the attitude of 
the white republican leaders now, it is cer- 
tain that the address represented their atti- 


tude after the boisterous negro convention. 


held here in 1883. 

As Mr. Norcross well knows, all the 
trouble between the whites and blacks of 
the south is brought about by outside 
pressure—by an attempt on the part of 
ignorant northern republicans to settle a 
problem which they know nothing about, 
and with which they have no real concern. 
The result of it takes the shape of hatred 
and inhumanity, and leads to such cruel 
and inexcusable outrages as that which has 
just been reported in the neighborhood of 
Atlanta. 

It would bea great boon, as Mr. Nor- 
cross suggests, for the newspapers and the 
politicians to leave the negroes alone. If 
the race problem is to be solved at all, it is 
to be solved in this policy of ‘“‘letting 
alone.’’ The negro willdo well enough 
when he is let alene, but he will not do well 
atallso' long asthe northern republicans 
end politicians persist in stirring up strife. 


Our Road Laws. 

In New Jersey the other day, when a 
road overseer dumped sand on the roads in 
order to repair them, he was promptly in- 
dicted. New Jersey happens to be a con- 
siderable distance from Georgia, and it is 
perhaps well that it should be so, for in 
Georgia whenever a road overseer proceeds 
to work the highways, he gathers together 
alot of hands and mules, cleans out the 
mud from the ditches, and piles it in the 
middle of the road. 

All this work seems to be good enough 
until a rain comes, and the dirt is either 
washed back into the ditches or becomes a 
series of mud holes, The roadsin Georgia 
have been worked in this way since the days 
of the revolution. The papers and the citi- 
zens. have protested against it for many 
years, and itis not. very long since a road 
congress assembled in this city to attempt 
to remedy the treuble, 

We do not remember that any remedy 
was found, but at least the fact that some 
of the most prominent citizens of the state 
had agreed to come together to consider the 
matter, showed that the evil was a serious 
one. 

As we have often said before in these col- 
mns, good roads are measures of civiliza- 
tion. They area part of the progress of 
the people who traverse them. They are 
adjuncts of the sociability of the people, 
and there is nothing more important to any 
community or to any state than that the 
highways that connect them one with an 
other should be in good order. 

In every portion of Georgia for many 
years the roads have been in a most dis- 
graceful condition, and traffic between 
towns, or between country communities and 
the towns, is as costly and uncomfortable 
as itcan be made. The wear and tear of 
horse figsh arid yebicles, and the delay in

| going to market promptly, costs the people 


of the state more than the permanent im- 
provement of the roadways would. | 

It is to be hoped that all these will be 
remedied in the near future, and that the 
recommendations of the road congress will 
be carried out promptly and efficiently.

MR. HUFF HAS GONE: 
HE SECURES “A LEAVE OF AB- 
SENCE’? TO VISIT MACON. 


It is Generally Believed, However, That He 
Will Go On to Alabama Where He and 
Mr. Patterson Will Meet. 


Hon. W. A. Huff has left the city. 

He and Mr. Patterson may meet sometime 
today in Alabama, and with firearms adjust 
the trouble existing between them. 

A duel to death now appears more imminent 
than ever. 

Since Mr. Huff’s arrest on Wednesday night, 
he has been moving: at will about the city. 
sacredly observing the promise he made Mayor 
Glenn not to cross the city limits without first 
securing consent. 

Early yesterday morning, however, Mr. 
Huff, accompanied by his son Walter, who 
came up from Macon Thursday, called upon 
Mayor Glenn, stating that he wished leave of 
absence long enough to visit his home in 
Macon. 

Mayor Glenn at first declined to grant the 
leave, but after some inquiries, became satis- 
fied that Mr. Huff was really anxious to visit 
his family, and changed his mind. 

Then laterin the day he and Mr. Walter 
Huff left the city on a Central road tratn. 

Mr. Huff's departure for Macon, however, is 
universally thoughtto be a blind, and those 
best posted feel certain that a meeting will 
take place today sometime at a point between 
Opelika, Ala., and Columbus, Ga. 

However, nothing positive is known of his 
movements. 

Mr. Patterson has been in Chattanooga sinca 
the night he went away from Atlanta, and it 
was currentiy rumored upon the streets yester- 
day that he had been instructed to proceed to 
Opelika so as to reach that point some time 
today. 

During the day yesterday Governor Gor- 
Gordon, Senator Colquitt, and Hon. Flem- 
ing duBignon, president of the senate, and 
Sneaker Clay made an attempt to have the 
two gentlemen submit their differences with a 
view to a settlement, but so far nothing what- 
ever has been heard as to what has been done 
with this communication, no answer having 
been received from either party. 

Both Mr. Jackson and Mr. Rhett were in 
the city yesterday evening at six o’clock, but 
no information as totheir movements can be 
secured. Itis presumed, however, that they 
left the city about dark last night in private 
conveyances, but the train which they sought 
is unknown. Itis thought that the parties 
will come together today at some pointin Ala- 
abama. 

Governor Gordon has done evcrything in his 
power to prevent a hostile meeting. He has 
had all the outgoing trains closely and care- 
fully watched since Wednesday, and has now 
two of the best detectives in the south em- 
ployed.

To Fina Who Is Guilty of the Beating of the 


Negroes—The Governor Offers a Reward. 


—The Day at East Point. 

The state and county officers are after the 
men who beat the East Point negroes. 

Governor Gordon has issued a reward of 
$100 for each conviction, the grand jury is in- 
vestigating the matter, aud the citizens are 
indignant. 

There were lively scenes about the capitol 
and courthouse yesterday. 

When Tue ConstitvTion appeared on the 
streets yesterday morning the report of the 
affair of the night before at East Point was 
much discussed. Aimost everybody had 
something to say about the affair, and almost 
everybody condemned it in unmeasured terms. 

Sheriff Thomas and Chief Connoily were 
greatly surprised at the news. They and their 
men haa been kept atthe depot and it was 
only after their return to the city at two 
o’clock yesterday morning that they were 
givon any intimation of what had occurred. 
When they read Tue ConstiTuTIon’s account 
of the affair they at once began astill hunt for 
the perpetrators of what they characterized as 
the greatest outrage. 

A. number of citizens called apon Judge 
Clarke and other court officers and received 
from them the assurance that everything 
would be done in the prosecuting of the negro 
beaters. Among the ca'lers upon Judge Clark® 
were Senator Colquitt and other prominent 
gentlemen. 

The discussion in the house and the hearing 
before the grand jury were watched with great 
interest by many people. 

THE GOVERNOR'S HAND 
Is Against the Men Who Whipped the 
Negroas. 

One class of callers attracted particular at- 

tention about the governor’s ofiice yesterday 


morning. 

They were negroes from East Point, who 
had come tocomplain of the whipping of the 
negroes near that town night before last. 

One of them, George Jones, was a ragged, 
{noffe $sive looking old man. . 

‘Last night I heard a shot not far from my 
house,”’ he said, ‘‘and pretty soon they came 
to my house. They came inside and took my 
son and whipped him. He is a boy 
about growu and has been sick. I got out of 
the way by crawling under the house. Pretty 
soon 1 heard them say: ‘Look under the 
house; there may be some more under there,’ 
Then I crawled out on the other side and hid 
in some weeds. I didn’t have time to put on 
my pants before I went out and had to pull 
them on after I got out in the weeds. They 
whipped them all around—fifteen or twenty of 
them. Ihave come here to see the governor 
about it, and see if he can’t have them pun- 
ishied.’’ 

The old man seemed to be telling a straight 
tale. There were otbers who Came to make 
coinplaint. 

The governor had other callers who came to 
protest against the outrage. Among them 
was Senator Colquitt, who had a long con- 
ference with the governor and subsequently 
went down to call on Judge Clarke, of the 
superior court. : 

Yesterday afternoon the governor issued the 
following order offering $100 reward for each 
of the parties who did the whipping:

Mr. Fieming and Mr. O’Neill Introduce Reso. 
lutions—A Sharp Discussion. 

There was a sharp discussion in the house 
yesterday over a resolution introduced by Mr. 
Fleming, of Richmond, relative to the whip- 
ping of the negroes near East Point Thursday 
night. 

The resolution was as follows: 

*Whereas, THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION of this 
date, September 6th, 1589, contains a detailed ac- 
count, purporting to haye been written by an cye 
Witness to the scenes o: the lawiess and inhuman 
whipping on the night of September 5th, 1889, near 
the iown of East Pu.nt, in the county of Fulton, ot 
fouricen negroes, who, as far as appears frou said 
account, were law-abiding citizens of this state, 

Be it regolyed, by tiie representatives of Georgia, 
That, judging by the facts before us, we here!y cons 
Cemn such conduct as an outrage upon the laws of 
this state, and cail upon the governor to have the 
matter fully investigated, and, if necessary, to offer 
rewards for the arrest of the perpetratora of the 
crime, and to use all means at hiscommand to se- 


cure their just punishmentand the vitudication of | 


the Jaws.” 

When the resolution 
Fleming said: 

‘Ar. Speaker: 
tho house are fully acquainted with the details 
of this aifair as published in the morning pa- 
per and I will not consume time by dweliing 
upon them.?The resolution is carefully worded 
s0 as to guard against committing the house 
to the truth of uanyofthe alleged facts. The 
publication was made in a reputable news- 
paper and issupported by the personal signa 
ture of one of its reporters, and I believe the 
statement to be substantially true. ° 

“The outrage which the resolution con- 
demns, Mr. Speaker, was committed within 
six miles of this spot, almost under the shadow 
ofthe capitol, where we are assembled to 
make laws for the government of the people. 
The time has coe, sir, when we. mnst put the 
seal of our condemnation upon such lawless 
violation of rights which belong to every citi- 
zen of Georgia however humble. I do not 
wish, Mr. Speaker, to dwell upon the particu- 
lars of this outrage. I move the adoption of 
the resolution,” 

“That would be bad policy for this house,’’ 
said Mr. Tigner, of Muscogee. ‘Our business is 
to make laws. It isno reflection upon this house 
that the laws are violated, for all Jaws are 
violated, and there is no cali for any action on 
our part. We ourselves have specified who 
shali investigate such matters, periected a 
machinery for the punishment of snch out- 
rages. and armed the civil officers of the 
county and state with ample power to carry 
out thelaw. There is no more reason why we 
should interfere in this than in any other 
violation of the law. The officers of the state 
need no special prompting in this particular 
matter, for us to take such action wonld 
simply digmfy and magnify it, and 
call toit the attention of every howling radical 
paper in the north. Aside from such practical 
reasons, it is absolutely uncalled for, and I 
move to table the resolution,” 

Mr. Hart, of Greene, proposed the following 
amendment, which was accepted by Mr. 
Fleming: 

“Resoived further, That we approve the prompti- 
tude of the civil authorities to investigate the mat- 
ter, and we commend their efforts to bring the per- 
petrators of the allege’ wrong to.justice,”’ 

Mr. McIntyre, of Thomas, moved to adjourn.

Whereas, THE ATLANTA ConsTITUTION has re- 
ported that an outrage was committed oa the night 
of September 5th, 1839, in Fulton county; and this 
house cannot believe that such outrages were com- 
mitted without proof, but if any outrage has been 
committed this house is confident the law will be 
faithfully carried out, and if there has been any 
crime committed the perpetrators wili be impar- 
tially punished: therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the house has ‘full comfidence in 
the authorities of Fulton county to take care of the 
safety of its citizens, and consign the matter to their 
hands. 

The parliamentarians took this for a new 
basis of operations, so to speak, and the house 
adjourned finally without having hada vote. 

in the afternoon Mr. O’Neill withdrew his 
substitute and a vote was had on the original 
resolution, as amended by Mr. Hart of Greene. 

It was lost by a vote of 66 to 22. 

The sentiment that lost the resolution can 
not be regarded as condoning in any way the 
outrage itself. The expression of regret and 
condemnation was general, but Mr. Tigner’s 
idea was the prevailing one. 

A TALK WITH MR. FLEMING. 

A’ reporter of Tur ConstirutTIon caHed 
upon Mr. Fleming last night, and in talking of 
the whipping at East Point and his resolution 
in reference to it, he expressed himself in 
emphatic language. 

“T am fully convinced,’ hesaid, ‘‘that I was 
right in offering the resolution, and _ believe 
that the house would have adopted it, if dis- 
cussion had beén allowed. But the motion to 
table cut off debate, and after some filibuster- 
ing, that motion was carried. I 
regret the action of the majority, and think 
it a grave mustake. In justice ‘to the 
majority who voted against me, it should be 
said, however, that I do not believe a single 
one of them approved of the lawless conduct of 
the whippers. They all condemned it toa 
man. The difference between them and my- 
self was as to the wisdom of saying so by that 
resolution. That wae all.’’ 

He added that in such matters he did not 
believe in a temporizing policy, but in giving 
unequivocal expression to the righteous indig 
nation that every true man ougbt to feel. 
Such expression was not idle rashness of 
speech; it was honest hatred of wrong. 
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THE GRAND JURY 


Takes the Matter Under Consideration and 
Makes an Investigation. 

The negro whipping near East Point Thurs-- 
day night has aroused the Fulton county grand 
jury, as well as Governor Gordon, and every 
possible effort is being made to find out the 
parties who plied the lash drawing the blood 
from the negroes’ backs. 

The indications are that the jury will ascer- 
tain all the members want to know. 

Early yesterday morning a copy of the story 
was introduced into the grand jury room and 
was read to the body by Mr. Harry Scott, the 
secretary. Nearly everv one present had read 
the story. Solicitor-General Hill was one of 
the few who had not seenit, andas Mr. Scott 
sat down the attorney arose, saying: 

“You wish that matter investigated ?”’ 

The jurors began discussing the story and 
every one candemmed the work of the free 
riders. Then by a unanimous vote the body 
decided to lay aside other matters and begin 
an investigation of the whipping. 

Subpoenas were drawn for quite a number 
and bailiffs were sent out. 

An hour after the jury had convened a dozen 
witnesses had been introduced and examined 
butno one appeared to kyow anything about 
the work. Finally a gentleman who was said 
to have been on hand was Lrought in and the 
jurors began interrogating him. At first he 
appeared to know nothing about the affair 
but after considerable talk remarked: 

‘*Yes, I was there.”’ 

‘And did you know any one in the crowd ?”’ 
asked Mr. Hill. 

The wituess hesitated and then said: 

Yes," 

“Who was he?” 

Again the witness stopped. Then after a 
long silence he gave, it is said, the name of an 
Atlanta man who he thought had taken a 
hand in the whipping. He then went on to 
recite the whipping, and his statement was a 
complete repetition of THE CONSTITUTION’s 
story. 

When the witness had been dismissed a 
bailiff was sent for the man who had been 
named. He responded to the call, but when 
placed upon the stand swore most positively 
that he knew nothing aloutthe werk. He 
admitted, though, that he saw some of it dene, 
and closed his testimony by saying: 

“The men who did the whipping wore 
masks, and I hayenoidea who they were. I 
drove to the scene in my surrey, and there 
were threé men with me. Each one of. the 
men who was with me knows positively that I 
never got ont of my carriage.”’ 

He gave the names of those who were with 
him, and by whom he could establish his 
innocence. The men were thensent for and 
each one bore the gentleman out in all he 
said: 

“T was there, it is true,’ they all said, “but 
ifhe put on the lash I de not know it and did 
not see it. Henover left the buggy we were 
in.’ 

The members of the grand jury hardly knew 
what to think of the evidence. Today, -how- 
ever, they will go into the case for ail it is 
worth. Each of the negroes who received the 
lash, has been subvpcenaed, and wili be in 
attendance upon the session today. 

The Negroes Who Were Whipped. 

Several of the negroes who were flogged 
were inthe city yesterday and everywhere 
they went were the center of an interested 
group. 

Some of ‘them were badlv marked. 

The negroes were all ready and willing to 
talk and the stories they told were anythin 
but pleasant. They all professed to be quiet, 
hard working men and said they had been in 


| bed quite a while when they were aroused and 


| 
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taken ont. None of them knew, so 
they said, Conley, and all of them 
were at home during the envire day upon 
which Conley was trying to make trouble. 

One of the negroes showed a back welted 
and gashed badly. He claimed that it was 
quite painful. 

None of them, however, appeared to know 
who did the work. They could not recognize, 
so they said, any one in the party, but they 
were all of the opinion that the whipping had 
been done by East Point and Clayton county 
people. 


THE DAY AT EAST POINT. 


A Mass Meeting is Held and Resolutions 
Adopted by the Citizens, 

The day passed quietly at East Point and 
only a few negroes visited tho town, 

Many of the people knew nothing of the 
whipping until they readit in Tur Cownstitu 
TION, and of cousse, the act met with their in- 
dignation. 

During the day a mass meeting was held in 
the town to give expression to the feeling of 
the peopie. Speeches were made by nearly 
every one present, and every one who spoke 
condemned the whipping and expressed a de- 
sire to know who did it. The meeting then 
adopted the following *Yresoluticns:

1, That we, the citizens of East Point, in mass 
meeting assembled, having the good of our citizens, 
both white and colored, at heart, do hereby con- 
demn most emphatically the actions of said whip- 
ping party as being the act of reckless persous to- 
tally disregarding all laws of peace and quiet. 

2. That we consider said actions asa gross | It 
to the citizens of our town. 

3. That it is the ayowed intention of all us here 
essem bled to do all in our power for the apprehen- 
sion of these unknown parties, and will aid the 
courts to bring them to justice. 

4. That a copy of thesa resolutions be furnished 
the daily papers of Atlanta and our local paper 
with the request to publish. 

THE NEGROES MEET. , 

There was another meeting at the Point dur- 
ing the day. 

It was a negro meeting. 

The negroes came together and representing 
the ‘best element of the race, they informed 
Mayor Pratt that they wanted to meet and ex- 
press their disproval of the ‘trouble their race 
had threatened. :In the meeting a committee 
was appointed and in ashort time the commit- 
tee presented 4 series of resolutions. They 
read: 

East Pornt, Ga., September 6, 1889,—We, the com- 
mittee, having been appointed by the colored citi- 
zeus of East Poiut to draft resolutions expressing 
our positions in regard to the recent troubles, here 
beg to submit the following: 

1, Be it resolved, That while we would have pre- 
ferred {o: the law to haye taken its course in the 
case of Warren Powell, that we think that he met 
with the fate such crimes deserve, aud that the pro- 
tect:on of virtue demands, 

2, Be it resolyed, Taat we unanimously condema 
the actions of a few irresponsible and disreputable 
persons in citing. some of jour race to riot and vio- 
ence, 

3. Be it resolved, That we will do all in our power 
to protect the peace and harmony of the town. 

4. Bs it resolved, That we approve of the course 
taken by the white people of the town to protect it 
against the violence that seemed likely to occur 
through the influence of a few of our race who have 
no regard for law or justice. 

5. Be it resolved, That we feel that these disrepu- 
table persons of our race have done our people a 
gross injustice and that we wiil aid in bringing the 
guilty persons to justice.

Mr. B. M. Blount said: ‘Iam satisfied that 
the parties who did the whipping were not 
citizens of East Point, and that whoever they be 
their actions proved that they were reckless 
and not law-abiding persons and should be 
punished tothe full extent of the law, and I 
donot believe that there could be found a 
citizen who does not condemn the proceeding. 
I have not got words to express my contempt 
for such an outrage.”’ 

Mayor Pratt said: ‘I ean’t find words to 
express my regrets for the occurrence and con- 
tempt for the parties perpetrating the out- 
rage.”’ 

Alderman Simmons said: ‘I think it was 
an uncalled-for, outrageous preceeding, and 
am satisfied that there is not a man in East 
Point who indorses it.’’ 

Mr. E. G. Lilie said: “I think ita perfect 
outrage on all law-abiding citizens, white and 
colored. and believe it was the work of out- 
siders.’”’

THE WEST END QUESTION. | 


MAGNETISM! 


4 MAJORITY OF THE CITIZENS ARE 
OPYOSED TO ANNEXATION. 


Atlanta Must Pay for the Privilege of An- 
nexing Provided the Election Goes in 
Favor of It. 


- The bill providing for the extension of the 
city limits is a law. 

Governor Gordon’s signature places it on the 
statute booksof the state of Georgia, and the 
time of the election to determine the ques- 
tion will be set by the ordinary. 

Judge Calhoun was seen 
asked if he had set the time. 

“No, I have not, for the reason that I have 
as yet not been informed as to whether it is a 
law. Sosoon asl am advised of that fact, I 
shall proceed to order the election,” 

“How long off will it be?” 

**That depends on the provisions of the bill. 
I believe it is to be not later than ninety nor 
sooner than thirty days after the passage of 
the act ?”’ 

THE PROVISIONS OF THE BILL. 
ae provisions of the bill are in a measure 
us: 

Section seven is the one providing that “the 
corporate limits of said city of Atlanta are bereby 
extended for all pepe and jurisdiction of said 
city over and to embrace all the territory lying 
within one fourth of a mile of the present corporate 
limits in each and every direction from the present 
corporate line, soas to hereby provide that corporate 
limits of said city shall extend one mile and three- 
fourths in each and every direction from the present 
center of said city. But this extention of 
One-quarter of a mile shali not apply to an 
part of the incorporated town of West End, whic 
Shall vote as a whole on the question of be- 
coming incorporated, as a whole, in said city 
of Atlant. This section also provides for the man- 
ner of this election, persons who have continually 
resided in West Eud for three months immediately 
previous to the election, and who are otherwise 
qualified to vote for members of the general assem- 
bly. This electionis to be held notearlier than 
thirty days nor later than ninety daysafter the 
passage of this act. Registration is provided for, 
those residents of West End who hare registered in 
the last general election not being required to reg- 
ister again, but special provision being made for 
those who have not so registered. The expenses of 
this is paid by the city of Atlanta. If the majority 
is “against extension,’’ the extension will not 
made, but ifthe maj rity favors extension, it re- 
quires only the proclamation of the ordinary to 
make all of West End a part of Atlanta, 

WHAT IS REQUIRED OF ATLANTA, 

Atlanta doesn’t get this territory for nothing—if 


she gots ii at all. 

Atlanta must assume the debt of West End, but 
shall become the possessor of her interest in the 
school building and other property as belongs to the 
town, aud shall pay for such part of the school 
building asis not represented in the public debt. 
After the public debt is paid such balance as is due 
for property coming into the possession of the city 
shall be applied at once tothe improvement of the 
streets of West End or in laying water mains. The 
city of Atlanta must establish tlie school building 
mentioned as a eee schooi btilding, and shall, 
during each of the next ten yearsapply all the taxes 
collected in Wesf End only and for its benefit. 

We:t End is to be the seventhward., 

The sale of intoxicating liquors will be prohibited 
in any part of the annexed territory. 

Some Who Favor It. 


Mr. Malcolm Johnson was seen and said: 

“T think that West End would make a great 
mistake to reject the proposition of the city of 
Atlanta. Itis only a question of time when 
we will be annexed at any rate, and we may 
never have such favorable terms offered us as 
are now offered. Our debt will have to be in- 
creased, and with that accumulation it will 
lessen our chances for securing extra privileges 
from Atlanta.”’ 

‘What are your reasons for favoring annexa- 
tion?” ) 

‘As I have just told you, first; and then an- 
other reason is that our school will become a 
part of the public school system of the city, 
and the individual stockholders of our school 
building will receive face value of the stock 
owned by the stock company. Of course the 
town of West End owns thecontrolling inter- 
est in the stook in the building, but there isa 
large amount of stock owned by individuals 
and the face value of that is to be paid in 
full.’ 

‘“‘What other reasons ?”’ 

‘'The taxes which we will pay will go to the 
improvement of our town, and the streets 
especially, Atlanta guarantees this. We 
have from $1,000,000 to $1,250,000 worth of 
property, which will yield a revenue of $15,- 
000 to $20,000. This amount put on the streets 
of our pretty little town will make of it a per- 
fect paradise and enhance the value of prop- 
erty enormously.’’ 

‘And other benefits ?”’ 

‘‘We will have gas and water, police protec- 
tion and other advantages that it seems to me 
our people cannot afford to reject. We have 
now only one marsbal to look after the entire 
town, and that is not adequate protection for 
@ growing town like ours.’’ 

‘‘How about your taxes now ?”’ 

‘As it stands now the greater’ part of our 
taxes goes to the support of the school and the 
payment of the salaries of public officers. We 
pay now thirty cents, and in case we reject the 
pronosition it will be necessary to raise the 
rate to fifty cents with the privilege of increas- 
ing to $1. Even out of thisincrease, there will 
be very little left to devote to improve- 
ments after the expenses above mentioned are 
paid. On our streets that were laid out when 
the town was incorporated, there are many 
valuable residences near which there 
has never been five dollars worth of 
Improvemonts. On account of bad streéts 
there is one-half the town almost practically 
cut off from the other half.’’ 

‘And this isa reason for favoring annexa- 
tion ?” 

“Tt is a great desideratum. We want inter- 
nal improvements. Wecan’t do it on as lib- 
eral a plan as is offered by the city of Atlanta 
without doubling the burdens of our people. 
We havea large territory to cover, and our 
people are not able to pay the requisite 
amount of taxesto make our town what it 
should be. Asa business proposition =, 
ing to the common sense of the people, I can’t 
see how the citizens of Atlanta can afford to 
reject it.’’ 

‘*That is a strong argument.”’ 

‘Further than that, if we don’t come in now 
the question will be continuaily agitated from 
yearto year until the annexation and antil 
annexation parties will become a ‘ee of local 
politics, and it will create no end of dissen- 
sions among our people. If we are 
incorporated we will become the seventh 
ward, a ward all to ourselves. and will still 
have virtual control of our own affairs, and 
will be friends and neighbors as we have 
always been, We preserve our wholeness, as 
a community, and will enjoy all the benefits 
of being a part of the city besides. One other 
reason is that the work done on our streets 
now is done by piecemea}, and is practically 
thrown away. The marshal takes a force of 
men and fillsupahole or something of the 
sort, which the first rain that comes washes 
out and the work has to be done over. Incase 
we become part of the city, and the work is 
done by the superintendent of streets, under 


yesterday and 


direction of the city engineers will last for 


all time to come as a perinanent part of our 
public wealth. For these, as well as many 
other apparent reasons, lamin favor of an- 
nexation, and shall do all in my power for the 
measure.”’ 

MR. LADSON’S VIEWS. 

Mr. C. T. Ladson said: 

“As the matter now stands, Iam in favor of 
annexation. Atlanta’s propusition seems to 
me to beas fair as could be offered. It frees 
us from paying the salaries of the mayor and 
fiscal officers for ten years, and that looks like 
offering to furnish a man with servants to run 
his household, provided he will furnish the 
food to cook.”’ - 

**How about taxation ?’’ 

“Well, Atlanta agrees to give us that $10,- 
000 or $15,000 taxes for our own public im- 
provements. Some argue that this is all we 
we are to get, but, as I see it, our ward will 
share in the general appropriations the same 
as the other wards, this sum being only a sim- 

le guarantee that we are to derive all the 
netits from our own taxes.”’ 
JUDGE RODGERS, 

Judge R. L. Rodgers favors the movement. 
He said: 

“Pat me down in favor of annexation. I 
don’t see how it can increase my taxes, and I 
don’t believe that it will be a burdensome tax 
onany property holder in the town. Iam 
heartily in favor of annexation.”’ 

Some Who Do Not. 

Mr. L. Z. Rosser was seen yesterday and 
said : 

‘Tam opposed to annexation and I don’t 
believe West End wants to come into At- 
lanta. The only reasonthat [ can see why 
Atlanta wants us, isto tax us. Atlanta has 
done nothing for het other suburbs, and 
it is not reasonable to suppose that she 
will do anything for™ us i 
the event that we are made a part of the city. 


When regime: es the suburbs that she 
hus a y, it wi some guarantee that she 
will do something for West End, and until 
then I am in favor of things remaining as they 
are.’’ 

Mr. C. M. Goodwin, another leadiag citizen 
of West End, said: 

“Tam opposed to annexation the way the 
matter stands now. It will but increase our 
‘taxes with no compensation to be gained that 
I can see.”’ 

MR. H. L. CULBERSON 

Mr. H. L. Culberson was seen and said: 

“Tam op d to it and I can speak for all 
of my family and a great many others who 
stand on the same platform. I shall vote 
against it and use all the influence that I can 
command inst it the day that it is brought 
toatest. We are not in favor of giving up 
our corporate en and having our bur- 
dens iucreased in any such way.”’ 

MR. BR. H. CALDWELL. 

per R. H. Caldwell was approached and 

said: 
“IT am opposed to it—thoroughly opposed to 
it—and I have only seen or heard of twoor 
three men who are in favor of it. I don’t feel 
like voting to have our taxes increased from 
thirty cents on the hundred to one dollar and 
ahalf. I can’t see where we will secure any 
commensurate benefits from the change, and I 
am opposed to annexation. We have got 
at least $10,000 worth of property 
and carry a debt of $6,000. Atlanta 
offers to assume our public debt, 
it is true, but at the same time we become bur- 
dened with a part of the load of debt carried 
by Atlanta. After doing this we will get none 
of the benefits enjoyed by the more ceutral 
portion of the city. We would hardly ever 
see a policeman and the fire department would 
be so far off that we would be almost out of 
reach.’’ 

**How do you think it will go?’’ 

“I think when put toa vote it will go dead 
against the measure. AsI said at first, I 
know but few people who are at all in favor of 
the measure, and I think that 
a large majority are square against it.’’ 

MR. HANBURY’S VIEWS. 
_ Mr. Hanbury, who lives in West End, was 
interviewed. 

“We have been under acharter for about 
twenty-four years, and we were chartered for 
the very purpose of protecting us from At- 
lanta encroachments, I, like nearly every- 
body else in West End, am against surrender- 
ing our charter rights. We have done well 
aud are still doing well as we are, and 
we just want to be left alone. 
To saddle on us a part of 
Atlanta’s big debt that we did not help to 
make would be an injustice that I don’t 
believe the citizens will become a party to 
when it comes to a test.”’ 

Mr. Mayerhart, who is an old citizen of 
West End, said: 

“I have several reasons for opposing the 
annexation plan, first and foremost being the 
question of taxation. They say that they will 
spend that $10,000 of extra taxes on our streets 
and public improvements, but that is like 
forcing you to put an extra story on a house 
that you have done built and are satisfied 
with. We are all opposed to the measure.”’
